Washington, D. C., February 27.— 
Competitive rates again was the sub- 
ject developed today at the hearing of 
the sult of the government against the 
Standard Oil Company for the annull- 
ment of the corporatton’s charter. E. 
N. Wootten, of Atlanta, Ga. who, for 
several years, was manager for an in- 
dependent company in that state, con- 
tinued his testimony as to the methods 
pursued by the Standard in ‘breaking 
up” the competition of independent con- 
cerns. 

On cross-examination, Mr. Wootten 
said he was unable to fix any specihic 
instance of price-cutting on the pres- 
ent Standard Oil Company in any spe- 
cific year during the three or four 
years covered by the examination. 

Witness testified that he wrote to 
John '(D. Rockefeller, Sr., president of 
the Standard, concerning certain things, 
but the letter was not Introduced in 
evidence and the witness wag not per- 
mitted to say what it contained 

Mr. Wooten said he was connected 
with the Commercial Oi] Comfany of 
Atlanta from {892 to 1898, the com- 
pany receiving its supplies from the 
Peerless Oi] Company, an independent 
company of Cleveland, Oh!lo. He de- 
scribed the competition between the 
Standard and the Commercial company 
as “quité fierce.” and said that prices 
were reduced to such a point that 
there wag no profit in the oj].

HEALTH BOARD ANXIOUS 
‘ FOR REPORT OF BIRTHS 


Member of the Board States He Will 
Bring Matter Before the 
Board Today. 


An interesting session of the board 
Of health is expected at 5 o'clock this 
afternoon, when a member of the board 
will bring up the negligence of the 
physicians in reporting births to the 
board of health and will insist upon 
drastic action to make the physicians 
obey the law. 

There is a law on the city statute 
books requiring all physicians to re- 
port the births which come under their 
care, and it is charged that this law 
has not been complied with,.as is evi- 
denced by the fact that the deaths ev- 
ery year are far in excess of the 
births, according to the records. 

“The law,’ the member of the board 
of health stated, “requires all under- 
takers to report deaths and al] phy- 
sicians to report births. The under- 
takers report all the deaths, but the 
physicians do not report all the birtigs. 
The result is that fewer births than 
deaths are reported every year, and 
undesira- 
ble city, from a standpoint of health.”’ 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city health offi- 
cer, is strongly in favor of making the 
physicians report births. 

“The negligence of physicians,” states 
Dr, Kennedy, “‘not only makes the city 
appear in a bad light, but it causes a 
handicap to be placed on the children. 
The laws of New York and of other 
states and of practically all European 
countries, require that a child who 
wishes.to enter the public schools must 
produce its birth certificate. 

“The failure of physicians of Atlanta 
to report births has kept the children 
of a number of former Atlantans out 
of the public schools in New York and 
in Eurooce.”’ 

In 1907 the total] deaths reported were 
2.533, and the total births 2,343. In 
1906 the comparison shows the city up 
even wofse, the deaths reported being 
four times as great in number as the 
births resorted.

By the Licensing Bill Intro- 
duced in Parlia-

London, February 27.—Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Asquith introduced the 
licensing bill in the house of commons 
today. Thig is the principal government 
measure for the present session of par- 
liament and tnvolves vas¢ money and 
labor interests. The capital invested in 
licenseg property in this country jis not 
less than $1,200,000,000, while over 2.000 - 
000 people are employed in the traffic. 

The chancellor, in presenting the bill, 
declared that in the opinion of the gov- 
ernment, all effective reform in thig field 
must aim at the attainment of two prin- 
cipal points, namely, a progressive re- 
duction of the excessive facilities now 
allowed for the retail sale of intoxicating 
liquors and the gradual, complete recov- 


ery by the state, with due regard fér 
existing interests, of its dominion over 


‘and its property in a monopoly which it 


had improvidentiy alloweg to slip from 
itg control. 

The plans proposed for the attainment 
of these objects were detailed at con- 
siderable length by the chancellor. Brief- 
ly, the bill provides for the compulsory 
reduction within a specified period and 
on a uniform scale of the number of 
regular galoons licensed throuzghouw 
the country.

BE FAIR WITH THE PEOPLE! 

Manipulation of figures has long been a favorite method of concealing 
facts and bolstering up faulty logic. 

For example, take this latest of the many numerous unofficial utterances 
from the state railroad commission, perusal of which is calculated to convey 
the impression that the Southern railway is, under the commission's benefi- 
cent jurisdiction, at least over a section of the system, making more money 
than ever before in all its history:

Passing over the gratuitous flings in this “unofficial” emanation from 
the commission, it will be noted that in making the comparisons it goes back 
to July 1, 1907, two months before the new commission went into office, and 
possibly four months or more before any of its activities could begin to have 
telling effect. : 

The commission might as well have pointed to the fiscal year figures of 
1906-07 and said, “See there!” 

What are the facts? 

The increase in gross earnings of the Southern system from July 1 to 
November 30, 1907, were $1,726,169 over the same period for the year before. 

Looks pretty good, doesn’t it? But wait! 

Decreases for the months of December and January alone, in gross earn- 
ings, as compared with the same months of the preceding fiscal year, were 
sufficient to pull that apparently remarkable increase down to $365,428. 

And for the fourteen days of February included in its “unofficial” state- 
ment, the commission itself shows that this remarkable five months’ increase 
has fallen to a meager $7,777. 

At that rate there is no telling what sort of a deficit the March 1 report 
will show. Thus will three months have more than wiped out the growth 
of five, 

It must be rather a remarkable insight that can pull encouragement for 
“reform” out of two months and a half of losses aggregating $1,718,392, prac 
tically the entire gain of the five months preceding. 

It can hardly be said that the wheels of the “reform” commission were 
well oiled and in smooth working order until November. It is true, there 
had been agitation in abundance, whose effect upon railroad earnings was, 
perhaps, longer in manifesting itself than upon railroad improvements and 
extensions. 

Beginning then with November, we find a deficit as compared with No 
vember, 1906, of $28,781, comparatively small, it is true, but wait and watch 
it grow. : 

In December we find a decrease in gross earnings as compared with 
December, 1906, of $536,214; {in January, 1908, as compared with January, 
1907, a decrease of $668,069 and for fourteen days of February, according 
to the commission's own figures, a decrease of approximately $360,000, which 
will make the total loss for this month considerably more than $700,000. 

Does the commission find cause for self-adulation in these figures? Will 
it not, rather, have to find some other sort of a rake to pull the “reform” 
chestnuts out of the fire? 

If the commission proposes to indulge in comparisons at all, why not be 
fair with the people? Why not tell the whole truth instead of that proverbial 
dangerous fraction of it? 

If figures are going to be made to talk, isn’t it unfair to muzzle an im- 
portant half of them? 

Wouldn't it be well, in the light of the real figures, for the commission 
to materially revise its self-congratulatory conclusions?

This end will be excellently promoted by an open session of the council 
committee on finance when, within a short time, it will assemble to discuss 
Dr. Longino’s resolution. 

If, as The Constitution believes, the city of Atlanta should be no less 
remiss than other municipalities in taking advantage of a plan that will set 


many idle men to work, loosen money into every trade channel, and save the

rates of 2 cents a mile for parties of ten or more, effective in thirty days. 

The Seaboard has taken this step independently of the other lines; it has 
recognized and met the public demand without planting itself back of the 
necessity for concerted action, or the doubtful obstacle of use of this privilege 
by the general public. 

Abandonment of the party rate following decision of the interstate com- 
merce commission that such rates must apply indiscriminately to the general 
public under like conditions and circumstances has resulted already ir the 
loss to the amusement-loving public of the south of the appearance of many 
high-class theatrical organizations, and continued refusal to restore them 
would have meant an amusement famine in this section the like of which 
the sOuth has not known since the war. : 

Restoration of these rates, even though the Seaboard should remain alone 
in the concession, will obviate this famine in amusements, because of the 
large number of southern amusement centers reached by this system. The- 
atrical organizations will have no trouble in arranging comprehensive and 
productive circuits upon the lines of the Seaboard alone. 

But it is not believed the other important railway systems of the south

The above reproductions from our esteemed contemporaries, The Atlanta Journal and The Atlanta 
Georgian of yesterday, explain themselves. 

The Constitution reproduces herewith, in Governor Smith’s own handwriting, the copy from which 
his statement on the prohibition question, as now vigorously and emphatically denied, was given by 
him to the Associated Press, and not by The Consttution, to all the leading newspapers in the country 
on December 29, 1907—less than two months agg. 

On that day it was reported that legal steps would be taken to enjoin the operation of the prohi- 
bition law, to go into effect on January 1. Mr. L. E. Ladd, the Atlanta correspondent of the Associated 
Press, in sending out the report of the day’s develop ments, took the precaution to go to Governor Smith 
for a statement of the state’s side of the case. The governor responded with the request that his 
views, if furnished, must be presented accurately, and then in his own handwriting gave to Mr. Ladd 
four pages of manuscript from which we reproduce ir. full, and in fac simile, the following page contain- 
ing in Governor Smith’s own handwriting the statement of his “modified” ideas on prohibition. The 
Constitution received <his interview simply as a member of the Associated Press, and knew nothing of 
it until it came to this office. 

The interview with the governor as reported in The Constitution and The Atlanta Journal, and 
almost every other daily newspaper in Georgia, and in most of the newspapers throughout the country, 
was sent out, not by The Constitution, but by the Associated Press, from manuscript furnished by Gov- 
ernor Smith himself. 

The Constitution forbears answering Governor Smith in the spirit of his statement as given to the 
Atlanta afternoon papers of yesterday. W2 prefer that Governor Smith should answer himself, and in 
refreshing his memory we extend to him the renewed assurance of our distinguished consideration. 

At the meeting of the state democratic executive committee recently held in Atlanta, when the 
early primary was called against the campaign pledge of a late primary, the following resolution was 


unanimously adopted: 
8. Recognizing the successful candidate for governor at said primary as being the official exponent of the party pol- 
icies for the term of two years, the delegates to the convention shall be elected by the county executive committees 


from the friends and supporters of the policies advocated by such candidate for governor. 


As will be observed, this resolution changes all past precedent, and directs that only those dele- 
gates can be sent to the state convention whose views are in accord with those of the goverr.or. This 
resolution was submitted to and approved by the governor before its adoption by the state committee.

WOULD REDUCE 
SAVANNAH RATE 


Chairman McLendon Shows How 
CompelitionMay Hurt Central 


STILL A SHORTER ROUTE 


Mr. McLendon Suggests the Route 
Via the Southern and Atlantic 
Coast LéAne — Use of M., D. 

& §. Would Make It 


that | 


Still Shorter. 


Chairman S. G. McLendon, of the state 
railroad commission, yesterday gave 
Out for publication a copy of a letter 
which he has written to President W. 
W. Finley, of the Southern railway, in 
which it is shown how, under the new 
mileage agreement which becomes etf- 
fective April !, travel between Atlanta 
and Savannah may be carried via the 
Southern and Atlantic Coast Line at a 
rate considerably lower than that 
charged by the Central of Georgia. 

The present one-way rate by the Cen- 
tral between Atlanta and Savannah is 
$7.38, but by using the 2-cent mileage 
books to be issued by the Southern and 
Atlantic Coast Line, the fare would be 
reduced to' $5.84, a difference of $1.54 
each way. 

It is pointed out in the letter that, 
under a recent decision of the United 


States supreme court it is within the 
power of the railroad commission to 
compel the Atlantic Coast Line to make 
connection with the Southern rallway at 
Jesup, and thus establish practically 
through travel via that route. 

Still a Shorter Reuate. 


While the commission is considering 
this question of a short line mileage 
and cheaper rates between Atlanta and 
Savannah, it has been suggested that it 
would not be a bad idea to investigate 
the feasibility of another route, shorter 
still, and by which the fare would be 
even lower than by the Southern- 
Coast Line combination. 

This route is by the Southern to Ma- 
con, the Macon, Dublin and Savannah 
to Vidalia, thence by the Seaboard into 
Savannah, a total distance of only 260 
miles, ag against 295 by the Central 
and 292 by the Southern and Coast 
Line. ' 

With a mileage book rate on the 
Southern and Seaboard of 2 cents, and 
on the Macon, Dublin and Seaboard of 
2% cents, the fare between Atlanta and 
Savannah would be approximately $5.70, 
or 14 ce; f sizop than by the Southern- 
Coast Te « ate, 

It has . Suggested that the com- 
mission might consider this route, if it 
proposes to take steps in the interests 
of the traveling public, which will un- 
doubtedly be welcomed, to secure for 
them lower fares and shorter routes. 


Chairman McLendon’s Letter. 


Chairman McLendon's letter to Presi- 
dent Finley is in part, as follows: 

1 desire now to call your attention to the 
fact that from /tlanta to Savannah the 
distance by the Oentral of Georgia rail- 
Way is 295 miles, while the distance 
from Atlanta to Savannah via the South- 
ern rallway and the Atlantic Coast 
Line if 288 miles. After April 1, by 
the purchase of a thousand-mile book at & 
cents per mile, a citizen of Georgia can 
travel from Savannah to Atlanta or from 
Atlanta to Savannah for $65.84, provided he 
should use a thousand-mile book at 2 cents 
per mlie good over the Southern and the At- 
lantic Coast Line. Now if the Central re- 
fuses to go into thig arrangement and de- 
mands the flat rate of 8% cents per mile it 
will cost the citizens of Georgia §$7.88 to 
travel from one of these important Georgia 
cities to the other, the difference being $1.64 
for each trip. The commission feels that it 
would be its duty to make such arrangements 
Ag would enable the people of Georgia travel- 
ing between these two cities to take advan- 
tage of the rate offered by the Atlantic Coast 
Line (provided it goes into the agreement) 
and by the Southern railway. This saving of 
$1.54 on each ticket is quite important. 

You are aware of the fact that the supreme 
court of the United States has in a recent 
case held: 

“It is within the power of a state railroad 
commission to compel a railroad company to 
make reasonable connection with other roads 
60 as to promote the convenience of the 
traveling public, and an order requiring 
the running of an additional train for that 
purpose, if otherwise just and reasonable, ise 
not inherently unjust and unreasonable, be- 
cause the running of such train will impose 
some pecuniary loss upon the company.’’ 

The Southern railway already runs a night 
train from Atlanta to Brunswick carrying a 
sleeper. This commission would have the 
power to reguire the Atlantic Coast Line to 
put on a train at Jesup connecting with this 
train go that a new independent and com- 
peting line of passenger travel would be 
established between Savannah and Atlanta. It 
is the desire of the commission to accomplish 
all the -good it possibly can for the people 
of Georgia by agreement with the railroads 
rather than the exercise of any power it 
ma@y be vested with by law. I am writing 
this letter now for the purpose of calling your 
attention to this new line of travel and for 
the further purpose of asking !f you will not

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CONSTITUTIONALITY DENIED 


In Opposing Measere Before Com- 
mittee Bartlett Says the Courts 
Would Overturn the Bill, if 
Passed—Pinchot and Os- 
borne Advocate Bill. 


Washington, February 27.—Hearings 
were begun today before the house judi- 
clary committee on the constitutionality 
of the proposed acquisition by the gov- 
ernment “of lands more valuable for 
the regulation of stream flow than for 
other purposes, and situated on the 
water sheds of navigable streams in 
the southern Appalachian mountains 
within the states of Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Alabama, Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee, and in the White mountains 
within the states of New Hampshire 


and Maine.” 

<tifford Pinchot, chief of the bureau of 
forestry of the United Stat@, and F. |. 
Osborne, of Charlotte, N. C., were 
among those who spoke in support of 
the constitutionality of the bills. 
Their constitutionality was denied by 
Representative Bartlett, of Georgia. 


Provisions of the Measares. 


The Lever-Currier bills, authorizing 
the acquisition of these water-shed 
lands and appropriating $5,000,000 for 
that purpose, were offered to the house 
committee on agriculture, before whom 
apeared recently a delegation compris- 
ing all but four of the states east of 
the Mississippi rfver and led by Gov- 
ernor Hoke Smith, of Georgia, in behalf 
of the proposal. Subsequently Repre- 
sentative Bartlett introduced a resolu- 
tion citing the president's urgent rec- 
ommendation of the requirement of 
such lands, and referring the question 
of the constitutionality of the bills to 
the committee on judiciary. Today's 
bearing was preliminary to that com- 
mittee’s report, which, it is conceded, 
will either prevent the Lever-Currier 
bills from further consideration by the 
agricultural committee, or will give 
them strong impetus toward final pas- 
sage. 

Question of Constitutionality. 


Those who supported the constitu- 
tionality of the proposed acquirement 
took the position that while the con- 
stitution does not expressly empower 
congress to create the reserve, authori- 
gation is contained in the general 
constitutional provision that congress 
has the power to perform all acts neces- 
sary to the execution of purposes spe- 
cifically authorized. They argued that 
the preservation of the forests of 
the watersheds and headwaters of 
navigable streams in the states men- 
tioned Is In aid of interstate commerce 
because the navigability of those 
‘streams depends to a certain extent on 
the control of the rainwaters which 
feed them; that the power of the g0v- 
ernment to legislate in the interest of 
interstate corn.merce includes the sub- 
sidiary power of preserving navigabili- 
ty by acquiring watershed and head- 
water lands. 

Representative Rartiett. of Georgia, 
in taking the opposite side éf the ques- 
‘tion, made an impassioned speech deny- 
ing the right of the federal govern- 
ment to invade state territory and ac- 
quire arbitrarily lands within its bor- 
ders. He quoted Associate Justice 
Brewer, of the supreme court of the 
United @tates In a decision affecting 
the arid land act wherein Justice Brewer 
laid down the principle that the extent 
of the government's power in the arid 
states of the west in reclamation does 
not include the right of condemnation 
of private lands, and held that “Eg 
would be strange in the absence of a 
definite grant of power if the national 
government could enter into the terri- 
tory of the estates along the Atlantic 
and legislate in respect to improving 
by irrigation or otherwise the lands 
within their borders.’ 

The General Welfare Clause. 


Replving to a question as to whether 
the proposed acquisition of Appalachian 
and White mountain lands was not 
within the meaning of the general wel- 
fare clause, Mr. Bartlett said: 

“The power proposed by these bills 
was condemned by the silence of the 
constitution, and is condemned by the 
most recent enunciation of the supreme 
court of the United States. Let it be 
propounded as an eternal question to 
those who build new powers on the 
clause ‘necessary and proper,’ whether 
the latitude of the constitution which 
they arrogate will not terminate In an 
unlimited power in congress. If such 
legislation is within the powers of con- 
gress, then can all power be central- 
ized in the general government and the 
state governments will be governments 
in name only. Then indeed will central- 
ization triumph, and the American idea 
of the sovereign states with sovereign 
powers, rights and duties will become 
but a memory of a past generation.” 

Mr. Bartlett said he realized that in 
denying the constitutionality of the ac- 
quirement of these lands he was mak- 
ing himself the object of general shafts: 
that the men fn his own state closest to 
him advocated these bills, but his con- 
viction of the unconstituftionality of 
the measures compelled him to oppose 
them. 

The Unpopalar Side. 


“T recognize,” he said, “that I have 
the unpopular side of the question, but 
I simply do not propose to keep silent 
when congress {is asked to enact legis- 
lation which the judicial department of 
the government would promptly wipe 
off the books.”’ 

Mr. Bartlett was reminded by one of 
the proponents of the bills that his own 
state of Georgia has passed an act giv- 
ing the United States the right to ac- 
quire lands in Georgia for purposes of 
forest preservation. 

“Well.” he answered, “my state is not 
perfect.” 

The hearings will be continued tomor- 
row.

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BANKING LAWS 
ARE DISCUSSED 


Atlanta Credit Men Hear Views 
of Prominent Banking 
Authorities. 


“We have banking laws in plenty,’ 
said Asa G. Candler at the meeting of 


the Credit Men’s Association last night 
in the chamber of commerce, for tne 
promotion of more stringent banking 
statutes. “What we want is to have 
them enforced.” 

This was the 
among several of the 
were invited by the association to 
give their views on the subject, al- 
though Joseph A. McCord, of the Third 
National bank, and T. D. Meador, both 
prominent bankers, advocated a law of 
broader scope. More rigid examina- 
tions and the publicity of bank affars 
were generally favored, but prohibfting 
banks making loans on realty outside 
the state did not meet with great Aap- 
proval. 

Mr. Candler said further: “The best 
laws are those a man makes for him- 
self, and they may be relative to the 
banking business, Probably many vio- 
late the tsatute that prohibits the cer- 
tifying of checks by those who have not 
enough on depagit to meet them, and 
this is a penal offense.’’ Mr. Candler, 
as did several others, contended that 
the treasury and banking department 
should be separate. 

Pays Tribute to Banks. 


Captain R. B. Park, state treasurer, 
paid a high tribute to Georgia banks 
in his address, in which he touched on 
dishonesty being the cause Of many 
faiures. ‘“‘There were 140 banks in the 
state in 1900,” said he. ‘‘Now there are 
448, and during my ten vears in office 
there have been only five state fail- 
ures. This is a remarkable tribute, 
not to the examiners, but to the hon- 
esty and integrity of Georgia bankers.” 

Captain Claud Smith, member of me 
house front Campbell county, said it 
was his opinion that the weak spot in 
the law is that the bank officials are 
allowed too much Iatitude, He be- 
lieved in stronger and better examina- 
tions. ‘ 

Mr. McCord, who has done much to 
bring the state banking laws to what 
they now are, told the assoctation that 
the statute could be amended in sev- 
eral ways—the qualifying of the dttec- 
tors, forcing officers to hold goodly 
amounts of stock in proportion to the 
capital of the banks. But he added 
that reform could be carried too far. 
Mr. Meador favored better examina- 
tions and the separation of the treas- 
ury and banking departments. 

The meeting, which was largely at- 
tended, was presided over by Herbert 
E. Choate. In his statement as to the 
object of the meeting, he made it plain 
that the association is not hostile to 
banking interests, as some seem to 
think, but that it wanted the support 
and cooperation of conservative 
banks. 

Future action in this direction will be 
with the legislative committee, to 
which it was referred. 

Resolutions offered by a committee 
with D. H. Kirkland, chairman, sug- 
gestine’ for consideration a modifica- 
tion of the exemption laws upon more 
equitable basis, and another law gov- 
erning firms doing business under 
fictitious or trade names, were adopted.

COMPLAINT MADE TO HUGHES 


Twenty-Two Specific Accusations 

Made Against Jerome by 

of Stockholders 

of the Metropolitan 
Railway.

New York, February 27.~—Twenty-two 
specific charges are made in a petition 
praying for the. removal of William T. 
Jerome, as district attorney of the 
county of New York, which was sent 
to Governor Hughes, at Albany today by 
a committee of stockholders of the 
Metropolitan Street railway, through 
their chairman, William ¥. King. 

The petition alleges that Jerome 
failed properly to prosecute charges of 
alleged “jury fixing.’” and the giving of 
false testimony in street railway cases: 
that the prosecution of violations of 
the criminal law, by the life insurance 
companies of New York, as disclosed by 
the Armstrong committee, had been 
delayed; that an alleged criminal con- 
spiracy to divert the property of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
of New York into'the hands of a few 
men was allowed by Mr. Jerome to go 
on, and hundreds of stockholders were 
robbed of their money, and that no 
attempt was made to punish-men al- 
leged to have committed other frauds 
in connection with New York City 
Traction deals. 


Scandalous Statements Alleged. 


Mr. Jerome's statements as to 
judges are alleged to have been not 
only improper, but scandagous in their 
nature, and to have a tendency to de- 
vtroy the confidence of the people in 
the integrity of the courts. 

The committee also cnarges that the 
district attorney miscenducted himeelf 
in failing to indict and seek to con- 
vict some one of the officials of ihe 
New York Central Railroad Company in 
connection with the collision in that 
company's tunnel in 1902, when seven- 
teen persons were killed. Various other 
cases of alleged failure of the district 
attorney to perferm hiS duty are cited 
in the complaint.

GREAT DROP IN BUSINESS 


—_—_—_——_——_ 


Makes the Employment of Extra 
Mon a Hardship, the Rafiroads — 
Allege — All the Southern 
Roads Ask That Law 
Be Not Enforced. 


Washington, D. C., February 27.—Op- 
erating officials of railways from al! 
parts of the country today were in at- 
tendance upon the hearing given by 
the interstate commerce commission of 
applications for an extension of the 
time of the going into effect of the 
nine-hour law. 

Thirty-seven applications were 
ceived asking for the extension. Two 
of them already have been denied, 
those of the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida railway and the St. Joseph and 
Grand Island railway, because, in the 
opinion of the commission, the petitions 
did not show what, in the terms of 
the act, would constitute “good cause” 
for granting the ‘relief requested. The 
applications of the other thirty-five 
lines are being heard as one case. 

All of them assert that they have 
found it impossible to procure the gerv- 
ices of competent operators in such 
numbers as wil] enable them to comply 
with the provisions of the law; and 
that, even if they could, the enforced 
employment of so many addiional men 
would be a financial hardship. Nearly 
all of the petitions also indicate that, 
in the circumstances, if the law is en- 
forced, the companies will be obliged to 
close many small stations on _ their 
lines.

Some of the Applicants. 


Following are among the roads which 
have filed applications for extension of 
the law: Southern ratlway, Seabeard 
Air Line, Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
ley, Baltimore and Ohio, Central of 
Georgia. Norfolk’and Western, Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, Geor- 
gia railroad, and Loutsville and Nash- 
ville. 

With the exception of the New York 
Central lines, none of the great eastern 
roads have made application for exten- 
sion, 

In the course of the hearing two im- 
portant systems, the Chicago. Rurling- 
ton and Quincy, and the Southern rail- 
way. indicated by statements and evi- 
@ence that while it might be possible 
to procure the necessary additional la- 
hor required, it would involve a great 
financtal hardship upon the railroads. 
General Manager Ackert, of the South- 
érn railway. frankly admitted that his 
system could not bear the burden of 
the additional expense, and that if the 
law was enforced it would mean simply 
that -curtailment of operating expenses, 
in every direction wayld have to be 
made, throwing many out of employ- 
ment. 

H. B. Perham, president of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers, tn a_ state- 
ment declared that there was no ques- 
tion about the ability of the rallways 
to obtain the nécessary number of op- 
erators required under the law; that he 
had knowbedge of thousands of opera- 
tors in all parts o. the country who 
are now out of employment, and who 
would he willing to accept positions on 
the rallroads. 


Ackert Talks for Southern. 


C,. H. Ackert, vice president 
general manager of the Southern 
way, testified that, as to three hun- 
dred stations, his system asked the 
commission for relief. He said that the 
decrease in business on the Southern 
railway since the Ist of October had 
been tremendous, resulting. in part, in 
the taking off of passenger trains alone 
to the amount of 6,000 miles a day. 
He explained that it would be neces- 
sarv under the law for the Southern to 
employ 220 operators additional to those 
now in the employ of the company. He 
said that for six or elght months tlre 
Southern had been endeavoring to ob- 
tain a list of competent operators, and 
to that end had supported schools at 
Mooresville, N. C., and Danville. Va. He 
did not think it would be possible for 
the company to get a sufficient number 
of competent, efficient and retiable op-

In the first seven days 
of February we went off $36,000 a day, 
and the decrease still continues.”’ 

“You are virtua:!y ask.ng us,” sug- 
gested Chairman Knapp, “to apply the 
law to one-third of your stations and 
abrogate it as to two-thirds of them.’’ 

“We are asking that the time be ex- 
tended,”’ replied Mr. <Ackert, “until 
we get the money to Ppay.’”’ 

“In other words,’ said Commissianer 
Knapp, ‘congress has legislated as to 
cne-third of the stations ang you ask 
us to legislate as to the other two- 
th.irds.”’

Central Won't Employ More Men. 

A. R. V.awton, first vice president of 
the Central of Geurgia railway, asked 
a suspension of the law as to twenty 
offices. He said they were bound to 
look forward to continued depression. 
“Tf we have to vcomply with the law,” 
said he, “we will close offices. Vv 
make no ciaim that we cannot procure 
tae necessaty operators We simply 
do not expect to employ any more 
men. We cannot afford to.” 

Other lines whaqse_ representatives 
were heard presented substantially the 
same arguments. The hearing prob- 
ably will be concluded tomorrow.

Attorney Is Demanded, 


COMPLAINT MADE TO HUGHES 


Twenty-Two Specific Accusations 

Made Against Jerome by 

of Stockholders 

of the Metropolitan

New York, February 27.—Twenty-two 
specific charges are made in a petition 
praying for the. removal of William T. 
Jerome, as district attorney of the 
county of New York, which was sent 
to Governor Hughes,-at Albany today by 
a committee of stockholders of the 
Metropolitan Street railway, through 
their chairman, William ¥. King. 

The petition alleges that Jerome 
failed properly to prosecute charges of 
alleged “jury fixing.”” and the giving of 
false testimony in street railway cases: 
that the prosecution of violations of 
the criminal law by the life insurance 
companies of New York, as disclosed by 
the Armstrong committee, had been 
delayed; that an alleged criminal con- 
spiracy to divert the property of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company 
of New York into’the hands of a few 
men was allowed by Mr. Jerome to go 
on, and hundreds of stockholders were 
robbed of their money, and that no 
attempt was made to punish-men al- 
leged to have committed other frauds 
in connection with New York City 
Traction deals. 


Scandalous Statcments Alleged. 


Mr. Jerome’s statements as to 
judges are alleged to have been not 
only improper, but scandagous in their 
nature, and to have a tendency to de- 
stroy the confidence of the people in 
the integrity of the courts. 

The committee also cnarges that the 
district attorney miscoenducted himeelf 
in failing to indict and seek to con- 
vict some one of the officials of ihe 
New York Central Railroad Company in 
connection with the collision in that 
company’s tunnel in 1902, when seven- 
teen persons were killed. Various other 
cases of alleged failure of the district 
attorney to perferm hiS duty are cited 
in the complaint. 

The petition also

GREAT DROP IN BUSINESS 


Makes the Employment of Extra 
Mon a Hardship, the Rafiroads - 
Allege — All the Southern 
Roads Ask That Law 
Be Not Enforced. 


Washington, D. C., February 27.—Op- 
erating officials of railways from al! 
parts of the country today were in at- 
tendance upon the hearing given by 
the interstate commerce commission of 
applications for an extension of the 
time of the going into effect of the 
nine-hour law. 

Thirty-seven applications were 
ceived asking for the extension. Two 
of them already have been denied, 
those of the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida railway and the St. Joseph and 
Grand Island railway, because, in the 
opinion of the commission, the petitions 
did not show what, in the terms of 
the act, would constitute “good cause’’ 
for granting the relief requested. The 
applications of the other thirty-five 
lines are being heard as one case. 

All of them assert that they have 
found it impossible to procure the gerv- 
ices of competent operators in such 
numbers as wil] enable them to comply 
with the provisions of the law; and 
that, even if they could, the enforced 
employment of so many addiional men 
would be a financial hardship. Nearly 
all of the petitions also indicate that, 
in the circumstances, if the law ig en- 
forced, the companies will be obliged to 
close many small stations on _ their 
lines.

Some of the Applicants. 


Following are among the roads which 
have filed applications for extension of 
the law: Southern ratlway, Seabeard 
Air Line, Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
ley, Baltimore and Ohteo, Central of 
Georgia. Norfolk and Western, Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, Geor- 
gia railroad, and Loutsville and Nash- 
ville. 

With the exception of the New York 
Central lines, none of the great eastern 
roads have made application for exten- 
sion, 

In the course of the hearing two im- 
portant systems, the Chicago. Burling- 
ton and Quincy, and the Southern rail- 
way. indicated by statements and evi- 
dence that while it might be possible 
to procure the necessary additional la- 
bor required, it would involve a great 
financtal hardship upon the railroads. 
General Manager Ackert, of the South- 
ern railway. frankly admitted that his 
system could not bear the burden of 
the additional expense, and that if the 
law was enforced it would mean simply 
that curtailment of operating expenses, 
in every direction’ wapld have to be 
made, throwing many out of employ- 
ment. 

H. B. Perham, president of the Order 
of Railway Telegraphers, tn a_ state- 
ment declared that there was no ques- 
tion about the ability of the railways 
to obtain the nécessary number of op- 
erators required under the law; that he 
had knowbedge of thousands of opera- 
tors in all parts o. the country who 
are now out of employment, and who 
would he willing to accept positions on 
the rallroads. 


Ackert Talks for Southern. 


Cc, H. Ackert, vice president and 
general manager of the Southern rail- 
way, testified that, as to three hun- 
dred stations, his system asked the 
commission for relief. He said that the 
decrease in business on the Southern 
railway since the Ist of October had 
been tremendous, resulting. in part, in 
the taking off of passenger trains alone 
to the amount of 6,000 miles a day. 
He explained that it would be neces- 
sary under the law for the Southern to 
employ 220 operators additional to those 
now in the employ of the company. He 
said that for six or elght months tite 
Southern had been endeavoring to ob- 
tain a list of competent operators, and 
to that end had supported schools at

An air of gloom 
pervaded stock commission houses in 
the financial district, the current vol- 
ume of business being wholly  in- 
adequate to provide ordinary office ex- 
penses, Dealings not only continued at 
a low stage, but the lethargy of the 
price movement was more pronounced, 
detracting from the ability of the room 
traders to scalp their fractional profit 
in the course of the ddy. The sales 
for the day were still slightly in excess 
of the record iow level of one day last 
year, but with that exception, the daily 
business at the stock exchange is less 
than has been done on any one day in 
over three years. So. far as any gen- 
eral condition was reflected in the day's 
sluggish market, that in the metal 
trades wag of most influence. Authori- 
ties were agreed in assigning some im- 
provement to the s.vcel trade, due par- 
ticularly to the placing of steel rail 
orders by the railroads from which 
some reemployment of labor in the 
trade is hoped for. The reported in- 
crease in rolling capacity of the U hited 
States Steel Corporation was regarded 
as of cheering import. The stocks of 
the corpofation were as little affected 
by this favorable news as they have 
been by unfavorable happenings. It is 
held as a belief In the financial district 
that support of these securitieg is an 
integra} part of the policy of the force 
behind the steel incorporation, which 
includes the maintenance of stable 
prices for the product, in the attempt 
to restore general confidence in the 
conditions of affairs at large. While 
the United States Stee] stocks have giv- 
en signs of being “pegged,” their action 
today did not Indicate a disposition to 
advance prices. The coppers were more 
responsive to vartous favorable reports 
that were current, regarding that’ in- 
dustry. Large sales of the metal were 
said to have been effected, and fhe sur- 
ples stocks largely worked off in that 
way. Rumors were circulated of an in- 
tended resumption of activities in the 
Butte copper camp, but these were 
without confirmation. Equally uncon- 
firmed were the reports of buying of the 
stocks by inside interests in the com- 
pany, and of a possible “deal” in con- 
templation. The circulation of state- 
ments of that kind indicated the pro- 
fessional character of the market. 

The appointment of a receiver for a 
subsidiary Gould railroad in Texas had 
some depressing effect on sentiment, 
notwithstanding vigorous assertions 
of the purely local causes of the inci- 
dent having to do with Texas legisia- 
tion. 

There wag an impression in the stock 
market that chances were increasing 
for the enactment of a currency meas- 
ure at Washington, and this was of 
some effect in sustaining stocks. Rail- 
road earnings reported showed no 
marked change in the unfavorable con- 
ditions, for some time prevailing. This 
was a special influence on New York 
Central, whieh was.a heavy spot in

OVER 3 CENTS 


Light Primary Receipts _ and 
Strong Demand fer Cash Wheat 


These Were the Factors Causing 
Advance—May Delivery Clesed 
Twe and Seven-Eighths 
Higher— Corn and 
Oats Strong.

Chicago, February 27.—Wheat prices 
on the exchange advanced more than 3 
cents today, because of small primary 
receipts and an urgent demand for 
cash grain. At the close the May de- 
livery showed a net gain of 2 3-8@ 
2 7-6c. Corn was up 7-8c. Oats were 
5-8c higher. Provisions were !0 to /i5c 
higher. 

The wheat market opened weak, be- 
cause of a decline of more than id 
at Liverpool. Before the end of the 
firat fifteen minutes of trading, how- 
ever, sentiment had changed to the 
bull side and throughout the remainder 
of the day the market showed unusual 
strength. The domestic situation was 
the chief bullish influence. Primary re- 
celpts are still running very light, the 
total arrivals today being 331,000 
bushels, against 68!,000 bushels on the 
same day last year. The demand for 
cash wheat here and at outside mar- 
kets was strong, several reports being 
received from the southwest telling of 
damage by the hessian fly. Demand 
was general, with shorts and prominent 
bulls leading in the buying. The mar- 
ket closed etrong near the highest 
point. May opened 1-4@G-8c to 1-2@ 
5-6c lower at 95 to 98 !i-4c; advanced 
to 98 3-9@93 |-2c, and closed at 93 3-8c. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equa] to 245,400 bushels. Minneapolis, 
Duluth and Chicago reported receipts 
of 199 cars, against 156 cars last week 
and 400 cars a year ago. 

The corn market was strong all day, 
on active demand by shorts and com- 
mission houses. The factors responsibie 
for the brisk demand were small re- 
ceipts, large clearances, talk of small 
farm reserves, and the sharp advance 
in wheat.
